Substitute for the Gold Beater’s Gut.— 
As is well known, pieces cut out froma cer- 
tain part of the beef-gut are used as gold- 
beater’s skins, whose size naturally cannot 
exceed a_ certain limit In consequence, 





the metallic leaves are also. restricted 
to a size which is not always sufficient, con- 
sidering the many uses of leaf gold, leaf 
silver, leaf aluminum, etc. Heretofore the 
production of an artificial substitute for the 
beef-gut to make metallic leaves of larger 
dimensions had not been successful. Ac- 
cording to recent reports from Germany, 
Haenle has lately succeeded in producing a 
thin, firm and smooth paper, so-called per- 
gamyn paper, with which it is possible to 
produce foils of any desired size 

To Take Moulds of Coins and Medals.— 
Probably one of the simplest processes is to 
take an impression of a coin or medal and 
yet itis only successful if certain precaution- 
ary methods are observed. As every article 
has to be provided with a separating grease 
layer, this is the case with bronze or 
silver medals. The whole coin is greased 
slightly and then carefully wiped off again 
with a little wadding, but in such a manner 
that a thin film of fat remains on the sur 
face. Next, a ring of strong cardboard or 
thin pasteboard is placed around the edge 
and the ends sealed together. Now stir up a 
little gypsum in a small dish and put a tea 
spoonful on the surface of which the mould 
is to be taken, distributing it carefully with 
a pencil of badger’s hair and brushing into 
the finest cavities, which operation will be 
assisted by blowing on it. When one is con- 
vinced that the object is covered throughout 
with a thin layer of plaster of paris, the 
plaster which has meanwhile become some- 
what stiffer, is poured on, so that the thick 
ness of the mould will be about 1.5 to 2 cen- 
timeters, and the whole is left alone. The 
taking off can only be done after some time, 
when the plaster has become warm, has 
cooled again and has thoroughly hardened 
If it be attempted to remove the cast from 
the metal too early and by the use of force, 
fine pieces are liable to break off and remain 
adhering to the model. In order to obtain 
a positive mould from the concave one, it is 
laid into water for a short time so that it 
becomes saturated with the water it ab 
sorbs The dripping wet mould is again 
provided with an edge and plaster of paris 
is poured on. The latter readily flows out 
on the wet surface and only in rare cases 
blisters will form. Naturally this casting 
method will furnish a surface of pure gyp- 
sum, which is not the case if the plaster is 
poured into a greased mould. In this case 
the surface of the cast contains a fat-soap 
layer, for the liquid plaster forms with oil 
a subsequently rather hard lime soap. The 
freshly cast plaster must likewise be taken 
off only when a quarter of an hour has 
elapsed, after it has become heated and has 
cooled again.

SOME HINTS IN BOOKLET MAKING. 


| gene ['S may be made an important 
assistant to a jeweler’s other adver- 
tising and, at the same time, be of real 
value to the people to whom they are pre- 
sented ; in fact, it may be said that the more 
valuable a booklet is—the more useful its 
contents are—the more its importance wi!] 
be manifested. It is not necessary to make 
the jeweler’s own advertisement so con- 
spicuous as to overshadow the other fea- 
tures; on the contrary, there are very good 
reasons why the business part of a booklet 
may be allowed to occupy a place only equal 
in conspicuousness to the information sec- 
tion, but, of course, it should be plainly 
evident who is issuing the booklet, what 
his business is and where he is located. 

A booklet such as this is used by Charles 
L. Crawford & Co., 305 Main St., Peoria, 
Ill. Last Fall they distributed 2,000, and 
this Fall they expect to make use of twice 
that number. The production is 4 by 2% 
inches in size, is not expensively gotten up, 
but is neat and well printed in all particu- 
lars. The cover is of heavy weight dark 
purple colored paper, printed with bronze 
ink. The front cover contains the firm's 
name, business and address and the title: 
“Wedding and Presentation Goods.” Prac- 
tically all the matter in the booklet relates 
to the subject and the jewelry business. In 
the middle of the booklet are three pages 
of “business,” one of which reads as fol- 
lows: 


It is certainly far from wise to buy jewelry or 
silver ware wherever you see it for sale. The imi- 
tation looks like the genuine at first. The wise 
way is to come right to us, or to some other ex- 
perienced jewelers, then you will know precisely 
what you are buying, for we know what the qual- 
ities are and it is to our interest to tell you. 
Hardly a day passes that we do not have goods 


come in our store to be repaired, that have 
been bought from some one who did not know 
the poor quality they were selling, or did not 


care, and when we inform the customer bringing 
them in the article is not worth repairing, they 
realize the mistake they made in buying at the 
wrong place. Jewelry and watch repairing is of 
equa! importance with jewelry and watch selling 
here. We have the skill and experience necessary 
to carry out each piece of work as it should be, and 
it is very different from that done by incompetent 
workmen.

Have one page devoted to a list of staple 
articles, giving a line or two to each. with 1 
range of three prices for the best, medium 
and cheaper grades of each. Such a list 
of goods might be very valuable to the pos- 
sessor of it when she or he wanted to 
make a purchase for a present but did not 
have a clear idea of what to buy nor how 
much it would cost. This uncertain state 
of mind is quite liable to exist when the 
question of buying a present has to be an- 
swered, and a jeweler is just the man to 
suggest the answer.

“THE BALL OF SNOW.” 


HE snow ball which now threatens the 
head of every French retailer of 
watches and against which our new confrére, 
La France Horlogére, has declared an un- 
compromising war, was originally a benevo- 
lent agency, designed to secure results simi- 
lar to those of the “endless chain letter” in 
this country. It has been adopted by trades- 
men, manufacturers and speculators of vari- 
ous kinds, and applied especially to watches, 
doubtless from the facility of supplying to 
the masses value. greater in appearance than 
in reality. A coupon bearing obligation is 
issued, by which the obligor contracts to 
deliver merchandise valued, say at 30 francs, 
on receipt of 6 francs, 1 franc for the bond, 
and 1 france for each of five coupons, on 
condition that the purchaser sells each of 
the coupons for 1 franc to a separate pur- 
chaser, who, in his turn, will pay 6 francs 
for a similar obligation, and so on indefi- 
nitely. The first purchaser is allowed to 
retain the 5 francs received for the coupons, 
and besides is entitled to the 30 francs of 
merchandise, and each of the successive 
purchasers is allowed the same advantage. 
It is evident that, were it possible to con- 
tinue the chain, every inhabitant of the 
country would in time become possessed of 
a watch at a small fraction of its original 
cost, if that was the article to be delivered. 
In the certainty of constant breaks in the 





chain and in thé large margin of profit on 
the merchandise les the. chance of gain, 
even when the operation is honestly con- 
ducted. But deceptions, it is alleged, have 
attended the movement, and the prosecuting 
authorities have been cppealed to. It appears 
that the alleged offenders cannot be reached 
except through the civil courts. Now 
special legislation is to be invoked, of which 
the new paper has become the advocate. It 
is said that other Governments have put a 
stop to this kind of enterprise by restrictive 
enactments. 





POINTS OF COMMERCIAL LAW. 


Acceptance of goods sold may precede 
delivery. 

Where the minds of the parties do not 
meet there can be no valid contract. 

Ignorance of law, not induced by fraud, 
will not relieve one from a settlement. 

A continuing guaranty may be revoked on 
notice, unless its terms expressly forbid. 

The interest of insured in a policy on his 
life is contingent, and therefore not attach- 
able for debt. 

The inter-State commerce commission 
have no power, express or implied, to fix 
maximum rates. 

Where a creditor purchases at execution 
sale he is entitled to have the payment of 
his debt credited on his bid. 

Specific performance of an agreement re- 
lating to personal property will not be com- 
pelled when compensation in damages fur- 
nishes a satisfactory remedy. 

Where a chattel mortgagee sells property 
and applies the proceeds on his debt, he is 
not liable to garnishment, although the 
mortgage was invalid as to the mortgagor’s 
creditors. 

A mortgage of book accounts, describing 
them as “all books of account and accounts 
and notes contracted and to be contracted 
from the sale of merchandise,” theretofore 
mortgaged, and described as situated in a 
certain building, sufficiently described the 
mortgagee and

Communication 
to the Horological Section of the Geneva 
Society of Arts 

HE International Bureau of Weights 
and Measures has at Sévres a physical 
installation of the first order, where exact 
and thorough researches are constantly pur 
sued on objects connected with the purpose 
of the institution. The difficult and com- 
plex question of the choice of the most 
suitable metal for the measure of standard 
meters has often engaged the attention of 
the physicists of the International Bureau. 
Lately, they have undertaken to determine 
with the greatest care how the physical 
properties of the alloys of steel and nickel 
are modified when the percentage of one of 
these metals is gradually increased. These 
experiments have led to the discovery of un- 
expected and remarkable facts relating to 
the ratios which exist between the alloy and 
its coefficient of dilatation. In the nickel- 
steel alloy, studied by our compatriot, Dr. 
C. E. Guillaume, the coefficient of dilatation 
increases at first with the percentage in 
nickel; at 24 or 25 per cent. of nickel, the 
dilatation reaches that of bronze. From 
this maximum, it diminishes. At 30 per 
cent. of nickel, it is very small; at 36.2 per 
cent. of nickel, the dilatation becomes al- 
most nul. <A bar of 1 meter in length is 
elongated only eight-tenths micron. (a 
thousandth of a millimeter) for 1° C.; that 
is to say, 10 or 12 times less_ than 
platinum; then the coefficient of dilatation 
increases anew with the percentage in 
nickel. 

This alloy of 36.2 of nickel is called invar 
or Guillaume alloy or Sévres alloy. The 
knowledge of this alloy, whose dilatation 
is almost nul, suggested to Dr. Guillaume 
and to M. Berner, director of the Horologi- 
cal School at Chaux de Fonds, the idea that 
it might be utilized for the pendulum rods 
of clocks and regulators. This would allow 
of simplifying and improving the mechanism 
of compensation 

Pendulum rods are made of brass, more 
commonly of steel, of glass, or of wood. 
The relative coefficients of dilatation of 
these four substances are expressed by the 
following numbers: brass, 189; steel or 
iron, 108 to 122; glass, 86; spruce wood, 44; 
and for the Sévres alloy, 8. Thus the dila- 
tation of the new alloy is 5% times less than 
that of wood; 11 times less than that of 
glass, and 13% times less than the dilatation 
of iron or steel. 

The length of the seconds pendulum be 
ing calculated for our country (France) at 
995 mm., a pendulum without compensation,

The clock adjusted by 
such a pendulum would lose about one-third 





of a second per day (0.34 sec.) in the cir- 
cumstances mentioned.* The remaining 
error of one-third of a sec. could be cor 
rected easily by a well known method; a 
tube of dilatable metal, connecting the bot 
tom of the pendulum rod, rests at its lower 
extremity on the adjusting nut made of 
invar, whilst the upper extremity of the 
same tube supports the bob, a little below 
its center of gravity, nearly at the center of 
oscillation of the system.+ In order that 
the rate of the clock remains constant, it is 
requisite that the distance from the center 
of oscillation to the point of suspen- 
sion of the pendulum should remain 
invariable. For this, it is _ sufficient 
that the absolute dilatation of the rod, 
from the point of suspension to the ad- 
justing nut, be equal to the absolute 
dilatation of the tube of compensation from 
the adjusting nut to its upper extremity, 
where the center of oscillation is to be 
found. It is generally supposed to be suffi- 
cient to sustain the bob by its center of 
gravity in order that the dilatation proper of 
the bob should not modify the adjustment ; 
but this gives only a first approximation, al- 
together insufficient in the present case, in 
which an approximation already quite ad 
vanced results from the very slight dilata 
tion of the pendulum rod. Strictly, it would 
be even necessary that the substance of 
the bob be identical with that of the rod. 
In all subjects, slight causes of imperfec- 
tion or error, previously negligible, ceases 
to be such when a considerable improve- 
ment has been introduced
